1 he Pfa'm ſt faithin Pſal. 104.15 tht Wine 
maketh glad the heart of Man, and that bread 
firengthneth Mars heart : (Mark) when Death 
had ſefſed upon this your g Man, vutward Bread 
and outward Wine could neicher ſtrengthen nor 
make glad his Heart z but the Bread which tic 
Lord from Heaven gave him, ſtrengthened his in- 
ward Mn; and the Wine of the K:ngdom made 
his Suul to rejoice, and cauſed - im 'o ling Prat- 
ſes unto the Lord ; And when he related unto 
me, how wonderful the Lord had filled him 
with lis Power, he ſaid that it was as Marrow to 
his Bones. 

By this it doth appear that the Lord dcth re- 
veal himſelf nw a days, as he did in the days of 
old, ;chough ſomefthrovgh unb-lief}fay; that Re- 
yelation is ceaſed, But bleſſ::d bethe Lord, it is 
otherwiſe ; for Chriſt ſaid, No Man knoweth who 
the Son js, but the Father; and who the Father s, 
but the Son,and he towFom the Son will reveal him, 

Luk10.22. And the Apoſtle Paul faith. F/hen 
2t pleaſed God, who ſeparated me jfrom my Mothers 
Tomb, and called me by his grace, ta repeal his Son

and ſo did this yourg M.n, to whom the Lord did 
appear,and made himſelt known, or revealed him- 
ſc] in a greater m-a(ure (after D:ath had ſciſed 
vp n him) chan he d1d b fore, beyond expeCtati- 
on breakt''g in upin him (fo that the Bed did 
ſhike und. r hin;) by his mighty power which he 
fc|t within him, from the Sole of the Foot tothe 
Crown of the Head, for which he praiſed the 
Lord. 

When the Glory of the Lord, filled the Houſe of 
the Lord, at the Dedication of the Temple, King 
Solomon praiſed the Lord, 1 King, 8, 11. 23. 

When the Apoſtles waited ar Feruſalem, for 
the promiſe of the Father ; of a ſudden there care 
a found from Heaven, as of a ruſhing mighty 
Wind, which f11:d all the Houſe where they were 
litting, and they wer: filled with the Holy Ghoſt, 
and began to ſpeak with other Tongues of the 
wonderful works of God, which was to the

Siſter Jane, and ſaid, that ic was of the Lord: I: 
is tO ine, as if he wouid (ignifie that he knew not 
how to ſpeak ſuch words, but as the Lord put 
them into his Mouth, 

Let none who reads this, think it ſtrange that 
the Lord ſhould fill our Bodies with his Glory ! 
for the Apoltle Paul ſaith, that our Bodies arc the 
Temples of God, 1 Cor. 3. 16, 17, @ 6. 19. 
2 Cor. 6, 16. which Temple ought not to be de- 
filed, that ſo we may not be unfit but fit Veſſcls 
for the Lords uſe, that the Lord may delight to 
Al us with his glorious power, when he ſecs meet 
ro aflure us that his Mercy, Love and Kindneſs, 
endures tor-ever tothoſe that love him, and waits 
in the Faith for his appearance in thei. 

Letit be conlidered by every one, if it be not 
for want of truly waiting to receive from the hand 
of the Lord,that they do not receive, and for want 
of wattivg ſor his appearance in them, that he 
doth not appear, and for want of watting for the 
rev: I1tion of Geod, that he doth not reveal himſelf 
tothem, the door of their Hearts, (thro unbeliet ) 
being ſhut, when he knocks they do not open, b:t 
Jet im ftand withour, (Mark) when the Lord 
Jeſus Chrilt did the outward Miracles in healing of 
chole who had 1infrmities, and did believe that he 
could heal them, according ta their Faith and B:- 

Iief they were healed ; and ſometimes he ſaid, Thy 
Faith bath made thee whole, and the infirmity was

receive from the hand and by the power of God, 
ali that they (tand in necd of both Spiritual and 
Temporal, invard & outward in the time of need, 
which ts not h1{ from him, who ſecs all, hears all, 
and knows all, though never ſo ſecret with man, 
Now letus take notice what this wonderful ap- 
pearance of the Power of God in this dying young 
man brought forth, about an hour after he had 0- 
penly ſung Praiſes to the Lord, he left with mean 
Fxhortation to his Brothers and Siſters, with ſuch 
1 fervent Zeal, that I am very ſenſible that he was 
conſtrained thereunto by the power of God ; the 
Lord fillirg him with an overflowing ſtream of 
L'e anc Love towards them, and in that he 
exhorred his Brother, (that came to his Bed-fide) 
not to ſet his Heart upon the things of the World, 
but to mind the Lord. (Mark) Duriog the time 
of his Weakneſs, he did not thelike before, th6 
te Lords prefſerice did often refreſh him : Bur 


then, zf:er the Lord had fitred him for that work, 


he did 1t, and his Brother was tendered, and both 
his Siſter Fane, and my (elf were refreſhed. | 
That « hichis miniſtred by the movings of the 
Spit and Power of God, thongh ir might come 
fr. m one younger than he, it doth tender and re- 


| freſh, and therefore it is not tobe ſl'ghted or un- 


cerya'ued, nor to be ſp: ken againſt, but ought to 
ve wiſhed for, that out of the Mouthes of Babes 
| and

and Suck'ings the Lord may have Praiſe : of ſuch 
a Mind was that great Prophet the meek man 4o- 
ſes, who when one brought word to him that El- 
dad and Medad did Propheſie in the Camp, and 
one would have had him to forbid them ; he ſaid, 
envieſt thou for my ſake? would God that all the 
Lords people were Prophets. Numb. 11,29, This 
was the free Spirit in Moſes ; that Spirit will not 
limit the Miniltry of the Goſpel co the ordination 
of man. but leave that work to the Lords ordain- 
ing,as the Apolile Paal faith, the Goſpel which was 
Preached of me, is not after Man, for I neither re- 
ceived it of Adan, neither was I taught it but by 
che Revelation of Feſus Chriſt, Gal. 1.11,12. And 
ſuch do nor Mimtiter for any ſelfiſh by end, nor 
for hire or reward, but for the Glory ofthe Lord, 
to draw Men from the dark things of the World 
ro God who is Light, which caufed the Apdſile 
Paul to ſay, Wo is me if I preach not the Goſpel, 
x Cor.4.16, He wasa true Min'fter of Cirilt rhe 
word of God, and {9 are ail thoſe {according to 
their meaſures) who are conſtrained to M niiſter 
by the Life & Power of God, who worketh won- 
derfutly according to his Will ; and thoſe who re- 
ceiye rhis victue from his free & |:beral hand, they 
are ſtirred up by his Spirit and Power togive freely 
that witchthey hive freely received. 

And now what this dying young Man laid up- 
on 6 totell his Brothers and Siſters, I am nor 01- 
Ly willing to do tht; but alfo give this forth in 
Pint

Print, and beſtow the ſame freely tothoſe who are 
willing to read it, deſiring that all may lay to Heart 
that exhortation of this dyirg young man, and 2c- 
cording to his words, ro take their minds from the 
things of the World and haye their minds fixed 
upon the Lord, that fo when they die, they may 
die in the Lord, and be bleſſed, 

Though there are but few words in that exhor- 
tation; yet it contains ſo muchas the new Birth, 
without which (asChrilt ſaid untoNicodemws)a man 
cannot enter into the Kingdom of God, John 3. 5; 

Therefore in trueLove,my advice and Counſel 
is to all Friends, Children, and thoſe who are new- 
ly convinced,& ſuch as have been long convinced, 
& are not came fo far as to feel& find their hearts, 
minds,and ſpirits changed and renewed by the ſpi- 
rir & power of God, which would cleanſe, purifie, 
& ſan&ihe them throughout body, ſoul. & ſpirit. 

See that not one of youtake up a Reſt or Sa- 
tisfation in that you are the Chi'dren of the Pro- 
fc {lors of the 'T'ruth, and have been Educated in 
the way of Trath, and haye all a-long come to 
Friends Meetings ; orin that itis the very Trath 
which you do profeſs; but preſs forward torun 
the race of the Righteous, which is ſet befor 
you, that you may obtain the Pr z2 of the high 
caliing of God in Chriſt : And in the humility of 
your Hearts, Minds & Spirits watt upon the T,27.!, 
rarnelity deftring night and day that he may fend 
mo your Puſleffion rhe Spirit of Truth, to Jead
